HONGKONG QUARANTINE. 
re ‘ 
Ir is, of course, well known. that the 
commercial interests of this colony have 
suffered severely owing to the plague, 
private traders and pubile companies 
alike having had to submit to drawbacks 
and hardships. rendered inevitable by 
the repressive measures which wore 
considered necessary by the authorities to 
effectually cope with the fatal inroads 
of our unwelcome visitor, However 
unpleasant some of these arrangements 
may have proved, and it cannot be doubted 
that they have: pressed hard on the 
gradually declining trade of the port, the 
circumstances were of such a character 
"that even inconvantences, thie necessity for 
which, if no§ generally admitted, were 


| circumstances, 
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loyally accepted and—excepting in one 
feeble instance in which the willing good- 
nature of his Excellency the Governor 
was made a tool of by the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman ('Soary Jim’ and ‘Tosn’) 
of the Committee of that hybrid institution 
the Hongkong General Chamber. of 
Commerce, and nearly caused a wholesale 
revolution agalnst mistaken and misled 
officlaldom—all but unanimously borne 
with patlence and resignation. The 
wisdom of allowing the able and hard- 


working members of the Permanent | 


Committee of the Sanitary Board to 
have a free and independent hand In 
fighting the scourge in the colony and of 
dolng everything possible to focalise its 
ravages was always apparent, beyond a 
few carping spouters whose puny personal 
interests were regarded as of far more 
importance than the public weal, and the 
results speak for. themselves. It is true 
that the disease has not been entirely 
stamped out, nor in our opinton can that 
be reasonably expected during the summer 
months while there is posltively no check 
on the Influx of Chinese; but the sting 
would appear to have been taken out 
of Hongkong’s curse and Its effects 
minimised to an extent justifying the bellef 
that all future cases can be easily kept 
within narrow limits, 

And now the question fairly arises 
whether the Permanent Committee of the 
Sanitary Board ‘are not, under all 
In a safe position to 
recommend the Government to ‘remove 
to a very considerable extent the very 
ineffectual and in most respects ridiculous 
ban on our local commerce which has been 
in existence for so long.. An official 
proclamation that a port is plague infected, 
such as that issued and renewed regarding 
Hangkong by Governor Rosinsor, Is 
very much the same as the declaration 
that acertain port or coast-line {sina 


state of blockade; in each case, to have 


any value, the quarantine regulations and 
the blockade must be effective. But, 
considering that at no time during the 
existence of the plague in this colony has 
any effective check been placed on the 
steamers from Canton pouring their hordes 
of Chinese coolies and others direct from 


districts where death is still alleged to 


stalk rampant, does !t not appear an 
anomaly that the river steamers should be 
daily compelled to anchor off Stonecutters’ 
Island and waste valuable time to the 
great inconvenience of passengers and of 
business for a so-called medical examina- 
tion which is a ridiculous farce? As an 
instance we may quote what came under 
the personal observation of the writer on 
arriving from Canton In the ‘steamer 
Kwong-hoi one morning last week, The 
vessel anchored and, after some time, the 
medical officer came on board ; he walked’ 
through the Chinese steerage passengers, 
which may or may not be the usual 
method of detecting the bubonic plague; 
he looked in at the door of the second 
saloon, in which was a crowd of 
passengers, and said it was all right; and 
he then went to Inspect {?) the steamers 


| Powan and Pasig without bothering the 


Kwong-hoi’s saloon. We are quite willing 
to admit that this may have been all the 
examination that is now necessary; we 
are even desirous to go further and suggest 
the impossibility of one doctor in search of 
plague, ‘shroffing’ some three thousand 
Chinese within something under half a 
Hour. If this nonsense must be carried 
out for the sake of formality, let It be done 
on the wharves of the respective steamers; 
the gates of the wharves can be closed, 
the usual crowd of loafers left outside, and 
the doctor can make his scientific 
investigations as the ‘ suspects’ or possible 
victims pass outside; but to detain vessels 
and passengers in the harbour for hours 
In the fashion that is done now, and 
has been done for weeks past, serves no 
useful purpose and cannot be justified. If 
a state of quarantine has to be enforced, 
the sablic bat a right to expect that St be 
done effectually; this make-belleve per- 
formance 1s of no use whatever, and it ts 
costly to the owners of the vessels, 
exceedingly Inconvenlent to passengers, 
and. distinctly detrimental to Hongkong’s 
commerce,

LOSS OF THE STEAMER 
“NAMPONG” — ~

ALL HANDS REPORTED DROWNED, 


Serlous news was brought to Singapore this 
morning, seys the Strafts Times of August 
roth, when it was reported that the steamer 
Namyong bad gone down with all bands Io the 
Carimata Straits, while on ® passage from 
Sournbaya to Singapore. The vessel bringing 
he news Is the Jagradan, and abe left Sourabaya 
on the Gih August, or lwo days after the 
Namyong \clt, The captatn of the Jngratan 
reports that, about midnight on the 7th inatant, 
he saw distress signals cuming from the south 
point of Serutu Island, in the Carimata Straits, 
lying in‘a direct Ilne of passage to Sings) 

He bore down to where. the lights came from, 

‘and then dropped anchor to walt till day- 
break. At daylight the. next morning he 
discovered that the vessel on shore was the 
Namyong, lying with her head on a coral 
reel In 13°35" south latitude, 108%43' east, 
longitude, ‘The /ngradan then hove up her 
anchor and went fo closer to the shore, to 

- sender assistance to tbe stranded steamer. It 
appears, however, that the passengers on board 
the Mamyone, to the number of sixteen, cons 
ing of Chinese and Ma anted to get on 
board the Jagradan, and corsequently 
transferred by means of the ship's boats, 
Jagraban then set about getting the Nammyong 
off sndat2 p.m, she was successful, Indeed, 
It would seem that the Namyong came off with 
such asosh as to 1un Into the Jagradan and 
cause damage to her stern. While the Jagradan 
was towing, the engines of the Vamyong were 
going hard astern, and the impetus with which 
ahe left the reef caused the Vamyong to collide 
with the starboard side of the Jngradan. 

‘Apparently, however, the damage done to the 

latter vessel was not very extenalve, for, after 
brief delay, to see if any further assistance would 
be rendered, she got under way again, The 
Ingrabar before abe got under way, signalled 
to the Vamyong, asking it she was leaking and 

+ received the reply “No.” Upon thls the Jagrabam 
proceeded on her voyage, and, apparently, 
says Captain Piper of the /ugradam, she was 
following him, for he had the Vamyong in eight 
rieht up till balf-past six o'clock that evening, or 
about four and a balf hours after tha Vamyong 
care off the reef, On looking back after that, the 
captaln of the Jngradan saw two rockets fired 
from astern in the direction {no .which the 
Namyong was, then supposed to. be. The 
Ingraban's engines were then slowed down and 
she walted for a time, expecting the vessel to 
come up to: her, Finding, however, that she 
was oot spproaching, the head of the 
Ingraban wes turned shoot, and she steamed 
back a distance of about sixteen miles and 
could see nothing of the steamer, or appa- 

. rently any trace of her, The Jngradan then 
resumed her course and arrived at Singapore at 
zo'clock this morning. Itis believed that the 
Namyong was the vessel which showed the dis- 
tress signals, and that she has possibly gone 
down with all hands, ‘No farther partic of 
the disaster arc to hand, beycnd the news that has 
been brought by the /ygratan, From the fact 
of the Namyong having kept on-In the wake of 
the Jngraban for a0 long a tlme, It Is conjectured 
that abo must have suddenly started one or more’ 
of her plates which had become damaged by 
contact with the abore. Itis thonght that the 
bursting of these plates may bave been so sudden 
annot to give time to the people on board to 
make any preparations for leaving the ship. Of 
course there Inthe probability thatthe Vase- 
yong, 00 finding she bad sprang a teak, turned 
about and beached herself on the’ south of 
Seruty Island which is sald to be sandy. tas

reply to the effect that the Vamyong bad left 

Soursbaya on the 4th instant with a general

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Namyong no farther particulars have been 
received here as to what may be the ultimate 
fate of tbat. vessel, Both the captain and chfef 
mate of the steamer Jagraban sre convinced 
that the Nasnyong is, more than probable, now 
lying beached on. the coast of Serutu Istand. 
At the: ttme the Masyong fired the slgnale 
of distress she was distant about forty miles 
from the fsland. Tbe captain and the chief 
mate of the /xgrasas assume that, on the 
Namyong finding thet she had sprung a leak, 
she at once turned back and headed for the 
shore, The captain-of the Jegraban says that 
the Mamyong had all her boats ready for 
launching, with the davits slung out, so that 
there could be no time lost In taking to the boats, 
{f {t became necenssry to resort to such a 
contingency. The Jagraban, when she saw the 
dtatress rockets, ched the neighbourhood 
where the vessel w kt scen, that is, judging 
from the rockets, for period of over two hours, 
Tt was a moonlight night; and the /xgratan 
could see neither a vestige of wreckage oor any 
slyns of the Mamyong being beached, seems 
more conclusive to Captaln Piper. 

On learning so much, Mesars. Wee Bin & Co. 
despatched tclegrama to all porta where there 
might be a possibility of the Mamsyong or the 
Namyong's people In the boats being com- 
municated with by local steame 

Captain Plper of the Jngradam holds an agree- 
ment, made Between him and Captain Nicot of 
the steamer Vamyong, whereby Captain Piper 
is promised the sam of $20,000 if he succeeded 
fn towing off the Namyong. Captain Piper did 
succeed intowing off the Vasryong. . There ls 
a kind of provision in the agreement that, if the 
efforts of the Jagraban were not successful, 
nothing was to be paid to her capteto. The 
agreement, which {= exceedingly brief, 
and couched in Ianguage made by one 
who is sot thoroughly acquainted with 
English, is attested by the captains of 
both shlps and also by the chief mate of the 
Ingroban. We are indebted to the agents of 
the Jngradan (Mesars. Dalmarn & Co.,) for the 
Snformation regarding the agreement; and they 
assure ua that the amount there(n was proposed 
to be given by Captain Nicol, When the 
Ingraban was asked to tow off the Masmyong, 
Captain Ploer jd to have spoken about the 
terms, saying, he agents tell us, that he 
hardly knew whatto mention. Captain Nicol 
is then reported to have said “If yo 
towing us off we will give you $20, 
document, now In the hands of. the agents, was 
then drawn up.

The British China clippers that made the 
greatest names for themselves as ocean “ grey- 


| hounds” were the. TAermophyla, ‘Sir Lancelot, 


Fiery Cross, Leander, Artel, Tathing, Spin- 
adrift, Min, Titania, Sevica, Undine, Katsow, 
Islas, of the South, Falcon, Tattsing, Cutty 
Sark, Ellen Rodger, Kate Carnie, Forward 
Ho, Lahioo, Spray of the Ocean, Crest of the 
Wave, aod others, Every year there was a 
tace td London, and the first arrival not only 
tecelved 30, per ton extraupon her freight, but 
the captain recelved a bandsome present, and the 
officers and crew benefiter so materlally that it 
wag always worth thelr while to Interest them- 
selves, to an. unasual degree, in thelr vessel 
during the passage home. One of the most 
extraordinary raced that ever took place was 
that of 2866 which was naturally productive of 
the most {tense interest and excitement both fo 
Great Britain, the Uolted States, and 
China, Five ships, the Artel, Talping, 
Sertca, Fiery Cross and Tattsing, started, 
for it, the firet three leaving Foochow on 
the same day. These three never sighted 
each other until they reached the English 
Channel, where they suddenly popped {nto each + 
other's view out of a fog-bank and arrived io the 
Thames after a 99 days’ passage one after the 
other ‘In a strlog! The Ffery Cross and 
Tattsing Joined them the next day. The other 
day here we bad two British ships, the Zen Les 
and the S#iverhorn leaving New York on the 
game day, crossing the line some time aftezwards 
on the same day, but io different longitudes, and 
without ever sighting each other the whole 
passage, arriving at Woosung within a few 
hours of each other, Butofthe ‘crack’ clippers 
that we have enumerated above, the Sir 
Lancelot and Thermopyla eclipsed in: speed 
any and every salling vosse) that has ever 
floated {n elther hemisphere, yacht, man-of-war, 
or merchantman; and of these two superb 
argosles the Sir Lancelot was the fleeter, She 
virtually ontetrippedthe wind, The Therenopyia, 
however, came in a very good second, 

The Sir Lancelot, which still afloat and, 
if.we mistake not, trading between Glasgow and 
South America, and bas been, Ike the 
Thermpyia, converted {uto a barque, wasa 
composite vessel, that {s,  constructed- 
with fron frames and wood planking. She 
was bullt by Steele of Greenock for her 
owner, Mr. James MacCunn, of that place, and 
was commanded in her ‘China days’ by 
Captain Richard Robioson, who was trained to 
the sea lo the service of Mesars, Brocklebank 
& Sons of Liverpool, and had already com- 
manded the famous ‘clipper in

No other ship bas 
ever equated it, The greatest d:y’s work of the 
Str Lancelot was when crossing trom the Straits 
of Sunda in this passage to the Cape, when she 
made, by observation, 454 miles in 24 hoore, 
nearly 17 statute miles an hour, and for seven 
consecutive days she averaged on the same 
track with a bezm wind, a little over yoo miles 
perday, “And the most remarkable feature Io 
the sailing of this ship was the maintenance of s 
czmparatively high speed in Hight winds, 
and the great power ‘she had: to beat 
dead to windward against a strong breeze. 
Even alter the racing premium was abolished 
and with it the mania for China clipper 
salllog, in consequence of which 8 feet had been 
cut off all three masts of the Sir Lancelot aod 
the masts and yards aloft had been reduced In 
proporilon, this skimmer of the ocean made a 
round trip from London to Shangbal with general 
cargo, thence to New York full up with tea, and 
theace to London with a general cargo—all In 
nine monthe and (wo days! ! Salling ashlp was 
certainly a science In those days. Where is the 
ship now to beat that ? The finest racing ships 
that are in Shanghai river now are the Glen/intas 
and Greystoke Castle, both of Liverpool, but ft ts 
most onlikely they could spproach to anything 
Uke the Sir Lancelot's time, The Greystoke 
Castle arrived here in 112 daysfrom New York, 
which is a pretty quick passage for such ships 
which are nelther masted, sparred, nor mal ned 
to break the record.’ Shipsafthe present day 
are mostly carriers in the Hteral sense ‘of the 
term, like the goods tralns at home, which take 
as many full waggons as they can move along 
with, and they arrive at the other terminus as 
soon as they can. % 

The once famous clipper TAsrmopyla, which 
{s now at Woosnng discharging timber, fs also a 
composite vessel, She was built In 1868 by 
Messrs, Walter Hood & Co,, of Aberdeen, and 
was owned by Messrs. George Thompson, Junr. 
& Co. She is 947 tons register, and her dimen- 
sions are 290 feet in length, 36 feet width of 
beam, and-at feet depth of hold. Her designer 
was Mr. B. Waymouth, formerly Secretary to 
Lloyd's Regleter. Therecordofthe Thermopylae 
Is indeed « notable one. / 

On ber first voyape from London to Melbourne, 
starting la November, 1868, she accomplished 
the distance between those ports, from pilot to 
pliot, In sixty days, which stands out emblazoned 
tn pauilea? records as the fastest sailing-ship 

e or record between England and Austra. 

. Alter leaving Melbourne'she shipped a cargo 
of coals at Newcastle, N.S W., for Shanghai, 
where she arrived in exactly twenty-eight days, 
which {s also the fastest saillng passage on 
record between the Australfan colonies and 
Shanghai. Hence, the Thermopyla went to 
Foochow where she filled up with tea, and leav- 
ing that port on July the 3rd, 1869, ats 
being towed down. the Min. river, she arriv:
